The Brig Welcome, of Dublin, whereof John Kirk was Master, Impugnant. 

This was a Suit heard on the 16th and 18th of October 1830, and adjudicated 
upon the a 1st of said month, for Seaman’s Wages due, and decreed to the Promo- 
vent, as mate and mariner on board the Impugnant, for his services on a voyage to 
Trinidad and back to Dublin.

° This was a Cause of Derelict and Flotson instituted by the late William Richard- 
son, esquire, deceased, as Proctor of Admiralty, on behalf of The Crown, and as a 
Trustee for the numerous Salvors. 

The Crown in the Salvage Cause decreed its Costs.

This was a Cause wherein several parties were joined in a claim for Salvage. I lie 
Cause of these Salvors was heard oir uie agth and 26th of October 1830. And the 
Court having deliberated of Judgment to the a8th, decreed the said Salvors, the 
Intervenients in this Cause, entitled to one moiety of the net proceeds then in 
Court, and which might thereafter be brought in; first deducting thereout the 
costs of the Crown and of the Court. 



George Bryan, on behalf of himself and his Boat’s Crew, claiming Salvage, Promovents 
The Schooner Farmers, and Cargo, Impugnant. 

This was a Cause of Salvage, instituted in this Court on the 26th October 1830 ; 
and on the 29th January 1831 the Court decreed the Promovents Fifty Pounds 
lodged by the Impugnant, with costs to the time of the tender, as between party 
and party. 



Robert White, Promovent 

The Smack Mary of Newry, whereof John Dowdall was late Master, Impugnant. 

This was a Possessory Cause, for the safe return of the Vessel, at the suit of one 
part owner against the other part owner, who was in possession ; when the Court 
took the security, and decreed a release ; each party to abide their own costs.

A Suit for Seaman’s Wages. On the 24th January 1831, the Court decreed, that 
upon payment of the Promovents’ Costs, the Vessel lmpugnant should be discharged. 

Alexander Posbley, of Newry, in the county of Armagh, Ship-chandler, Promovent 
The Sloop Mary of Newry, whereof John Dowdall was then Master, lmpugnant. 

28th January 1831.— James Watt, esquire, then Proctor lor Promovents (since 
King’s Proctor) by the King’s Advocate moves on behalf of the Promovent for a 
warrant to arrest the Vessel, in a Cause of Materials furnished for the use of and on 
the credit of said vessel, to be marked for 27/. 11 s. 8 d., grounded on Promovent’s 
affidavit. The Court refused the application; Watt dissenting, and protesting of 
Appeal. 

The Schooner Farmers, and Cargo. 

6th June 1831— At prayer, this day, of Anderson, the Owners were decreed and 
paid the balance of the proceeds in Court.

18th October 1830. — Henry Richardson, Proctor for said Salvors, moves on their 
behalf, that a day may be assigned for hearing the Causes of the numerous Salvors, 
claimants on the proceeds of the said Derelict ; when Sir llenry Mcredyth, bart. 
the King’s Advocate, states, that by the established rule of this Court, no Cause can 
be heard until all the proceeds shall be brought in, and therefore that said Causes 
cannot be assigned for hearing until the proceeds in the hands of William Hamilton, 
esquire, shall be brought in. 

Court, — No Rule. 

Here the then King’s Proctor, by the King’s Advocate, states, “ That he holds 
in his hands a List of Causes on the part of the Crown, but does not exhibit same 
yet, or assign same for hearing.” 

Court,* Is there any other Motion or Cause ready for hearing?” And being 
answered ill the negative, the Court adjourns to Thursday next, to same place, at 
11 o’clock, a m.

— The Registrar made his Report pursuant to the foregoing 
Order, and sent an attested Copy thereof to the late King’s Proctor. But there was 
not aqy subsequent application to hear those Causes, or even to enter them for hear- 
ing, solely m consequence of the then deplorable state of health of that officer, and 
which ende4 in his death.
